





| ASI executives told to inventory 


ASI Executive Director Larry 
Bliss and ASI General Counsel 
Gary Archibald were jointly 
charged Friday by the ASI Ex- 
ecutive Committee to take an 
inventory of all equipment and 
supplies belonging to ASI 

The action was spurred by A 
Nov 11 memorandum trom 
Gregory D. Thatch, executive as- 
sistant to CSUS President James 
G. Bond. to CSUS_ Business 
Maneger Stanley W. Pretzer stat- 
ing that the stadium lights and 
bleachers are CSUS property. Up 
until then, ASI believed the 
tacilities belonged to them 

The bleachers were purchased 
by the Hornet Foundation during 
the 1969-70 academic vear and 
placed under the jurisdiction of 
ASI. The lights were purchased 
later by ASI for $93,396 

“It is a basic tenet of property 
law that fixtures which are per- 
manentiy attached to the land 


become real property (part of the 
land) and, accordingly. they belong 
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to whom ever owns the land,” reads 
Thatch's memorandum. 

Student Senate Chair Jim 
Holienback noted that there 
seemed to be a “good deal” of 
CSUS intent indicating ASI 
ownership of the stadium and its 
facthities 

“The University has access to 
our business records and knows 
that we carry the stadium under 
our assets and it never in the past 
had attempted to bring that upasa 
point of misinformation,” Hollen- 
back said 

“I have not looked at your 
books all that much in the last 
couple of vears,.” Pretzer later res- 
ponded 

Hollenback noted that ASI had 
been allowed to carry property 
damage and lability insurance on 
the stadium 

In light of Thateh’s memoran- 
dum. Archibald said that the neces- 
sity and extent of the coverage 
provided by the current insurance 
policy needed to be reviewed 
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According to Pretzer, insurance 
advisors would surely advise ASI 
to at least carry liability insurance 
to cover any injuries sustained dur- 
ing ASI activities in the stadium. 
Both CSUS and ASI could be sued 
for an injury. he said 

“Now I think we are just getting 
into acan of worms when we try to 
define activities of the ASI,” 
Hollenback said 

The question of who owns the 
stadium facilities arose when a 
professional soccer team requested 
to use the stadium 

Dean of Students Norman 
Better indicated there was also a 
need fora process to account for all 
supplies purchased by the ASI 

“If ASI gives 28 basketballs to 
the Division of Athletics we expect 
return of 2% basketballs at the end 
of the year.” Better cited as an ex- 
ample 

The body unanimously 
recommended to the Stugent 
Senate that it endorse policy 
changes concerning musical per- 


formances, student fund-raising 
activities and the use of Alumni: 
Grove 

In answer to University Union 
Director Don Hinde’s roie in the 
policy changes, Better explained 
that a change in policy regarding 
musical performances, for 
instance, would be handled by the 
Program Advising office. which 
administratively reports to Hinde. 

Hinde reported that Better had 
asked him to formulate new 
policies to replace the present 
policies which many students con- 
sidered outdated 

Pretzer presented the body for 
its review the draft of an 
report of ASI 
operations he prepares annually 
for President Bond 

Pretzer noted “his conscience 
compelled him” to add to the 
report a couple of sentences about 
the business procedure recommen- 
dations made to the ASI last 
month by auditors of the certified 
public accounting firm of Coopers

and Lybrand. 

“It is just a matter of dis- 
charging responsibilities, doing my 
job, but also pointing out some 
things that you may want to search 
tor solutiors,” he said of the report, 
as he left the meeting 

Jeff Trigger was instructed to 
collect campus dormitory 
resident's input on a possible plan 
to locate free typewriting services 
in the dormitories 

According to the plan. two 
manual typewriters would be 
placed in each of the five dor- 
mitories, available to all students 
Such a system would provide 
better supervision of free 
typewriter use than was available 
in the Library, Trigger said 

Irigger added that the dor- 
mitory desk hours were also more 
convenient than those of the Lib- 
rary 

Archibald estimated that 10 
typewriters plus a maintenance 
contract would cost $1,200 
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End of era:Ciemons resigns football coach duties

“Papa C” is no longer the 
Hornet's head football coach 

After 15 years, Camellia Bow! 
and Junior Rose Bowl 
appearances, two Far Western 
Conference Championships and, 
lately, some disappointments, Ray 


“Papa C” Clemons has requested 
reassignment in the Physical 
Education department 

“My decision to step down from 
my position as head coach was not 
due to any loss of interest in the 
game or the men who play the 
game.” said Clemons. “It was

because | could not in good 
conscience remain as head coachat 
Ccsus.* 

Clemons made the an- 
nouncement first to his players just 
before they beat CSU Hayward 
Saturday night (see sports page for 
details), and only then did he 
release the information to the 
media. “I wanted my players to 
know first.” explained the coach 
after the season finale 

After graduating from St 
Mary's College in 1948 “Papa C” 
launched his coaching career at 
Christian Brothers High School in 
Sacramento. He stayed at CBHS 
for eight years before moving onto 
Sacramento City College 

There he produced the school’s 
first football championship in 30 
years. 

In 1960, he came to the then 
Sacramento State College campus 
to serve as line coach. A year later 
he was named to the head coaching 
position, succeeding John Baker 

That year began a new era for 
Hornet football. Clemons im- 
plemented the use of the now 
famous “zot™ defense, which has 
traditionally been the Hornets’ 
biggest weapon. That defense is 
still rated number one in the 
conference 

Significantly, Clemons won his 
first and last games by shutouts: 
the first a 21-0 blanking of Pepper- 
dine in 1961, and a 15-0 win over 
CSU Hayward Saturday night at 
Hornet Field 

Some of the better years for 
“Papa C” included 1964, when he 
was named the Northern Califor- 


nia Coach of the Year while guid- 
ing the Hornets to an 8-2-1 record. 
a Far Western Conference Cham- 
pionship. and the Camellia Bowl 
In 1966 his club won the FWC 
crown again with an 8-2 mark. 






Two years later Clemons took 
an 8-2 mark into the Jumor Rose 
Bow! (also called the Pasadena 
Bowl) where the Hornets fost to a

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Experts asked on nuke-safety Battle brewing over 
Draper roaches

Will there by a core meltdown 
in nuclear energy plants by the year 
2000” Has nuclear research given 
adequate consideration to ear- 
thquakes and groundwater con- 
tamination? 

Who should subsidize nuclear 
energy piants?’ Why won't in- 
surance companies accept the risk 
of so-called fail-safe nuclear energy 
plants’ 

These among questions 
asked by nuclear energy experts 
last Luesday during hearings in the 
Assembly on the 
Safeguards Initiative 


were

The problem of predicting a 
potentially hazardous failure in a 
reactor and assessing the degree 
and kinds of damage that could 
result became the immediate focal 
point tor discussion 

Dr. Joel Pmmack,. physics 
protessor at UC Santa Cruz, was 
not impressed by = industry's 
calculations of the risks involved in 
operating a nuclear power tacility 
He observed that one of the in 


dustry's cornerstone studies 
Wash-1400, (the  Rassmusser 
Report). did not include con- 


siderations of sabotage and ter- 
rorism in its scenario of pos- 
sibilities

Primack and other 
criticized 
research as giving “inadequate 
treatment” to earthquake risks and 
groundwater contamination, in the 
event of a core meltdown 

Primack says if there was a 
faslure in a reactor cooling system. 
a “core meltdown” of the atomic 
fuels within the reactor con- 
tainment vesse! would “melt 
through the bottom of the reactor 
and on into the ground-possibly 
releasing radioactive gasses int 
the atmosphere .~ 

He added that thousands o 
gallons of cooling water would be 
on the floor of the reactor vesse 
and a steam explosion might occur 

He also commented that com 
ponent or equipment failure may 
not be the most significant source 
of accidents when compared t 
human operating error 

Primack has predicted that b: 
the year 2000 there will be a seriou: 
core melt down accident, killing 
upwards of 10,000 people, up tc 
500 miles from the accident. 

Primack agreed with an 
American Physical Society report 
that said the nuclear industry 
reports may be underestimating 
the numbers of possible nuclear ac- 
cident fatalities and illnesses by a 
factor of three to four times. 

Dr. Lester Lees of the En- 
vironmental Quality Laboratory, 
California Institute of Technology, 


nuclear 
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advocated both nuclear energy and 
more and research into 
solar energy 

Pointing to current growth 
patterns. he maintained that “a 
five-year moratorium on nuclear 
energy would 75,000 
megawatt deficit in energy.” We 
would have to burn an additional 
2.3 million barrels ot oil or 225 tons

of coal per vear. to match projected 
growth rates 

“By 1990 4 two percent energy 
growth rate would still leave us 
energy dependent.” “Conservation 
is. the short-term hope for 
reducing overseas dependence.”He 
explained that expensive 
gasoline would force us to conserve 
energy. We will be “replacing cars 
on the road that get 13 miles-per- 
gallon with cars that get 26 miles- 
per-gallon.” causing gas 
sumption to “drop from = even 

Lees said. “Solar energy and 
uranium will be most im- 
portant energy supply at the turn of 
the century.” 

When asked by committee chair- 
man Charles Warren, why energy 
growth rates were rising faster than 
population, Lees replied: “Because 
the market has not yet saturated 
appliance demand for lower and 
middle income groups yet.” We are 
experiencing “industrial 
production growth.” 

A Lou Harris Poll citing that 
70-75 percent of the American 
public were willing to “reduce their 
standard of living.” prompted Lees 
to say he was “not sure when it 
comes to the crunch, they would be 
willing . . . Short of a war, there 
has never been a time in our history 
where we would do that.” 

Warren asked, “Could we add 
to energy growth only at the rate of 
population growth?” Lees replied, 
the public would not make that 
choice, “If they don’t know what 
the alternatives are. A one percent 
population growth rate would still 
be 20 percent growth in energy in 
20 years.” 

William Bryan of the Institute 
of Applied Research, accused the 
nuclear industry of “technical op- 
timism No designer expects 
his product to fail.” 

He says the Rassmussen Report 
exhibited “good engineering, but 
lacks the massive data base,” to jus- 
tify industry's astronomical safety 
predictions. 

He called the nuclear industry's 
“fault free analysis system” a 
numbers game in which “they are 
plugging real research numbers 
into a phony grid of numbers.” 
Bryan explained that some of the 
reliability figures Rassmussen ar- 
rived at would “need more than a 
billion years of tests to get a 90 
percent reliability.” 

Bryan, a veteran of both the 
nuclear rocker program-NERVA 
and the Apollo program, said that

as a reliability analyst, he used to 
be pushing the fault free system, 
but noted that the space and missle 
programs have disregarded the 
method 

There have been no deaths so 
far, Bryan commented, in the 
nuclear industry, but there have 
been 98 incident radiation overex - 
posures from 1972-1974. Deaths in 
the nuciear Navy's reactor 
programs are “classified,” but “I 
know there have been some.”

As complaints came in, the 
Housing office decided to have 
each floor of Draper Hall vote on 
whether or not they preferred to 
have their rooms sprayed. By a slim 
margin, the yesses won. Plans were 
then made for Deik-Terminex 
Company to dothe job Nov. 19-21 
When a handout was distributed to 
the residents, trouble began 

First, one of the students, who 
wishes to remain unidentified, and 
who voted against spraying at this 
time, contacted the Hornet to air 
her complaints 

She has since been joined by 
several others from her floor. She 
asks why this spraying wasn't done 
over the summer when no one was 
in the rooms to be inconvienced 

John Heath, residence hall life 
director, said there was no coc- 
kroach problem in the dorm during 
the summer and no one com- 
palined about it. “It can't wait until 
Christmas break because,” Heath 
said, “most students want it done 
now.” 

An intormation handout. based 
on information supplied by Delk 
Terminex, includes guidelines such 
as removing personal hygiene 
products, fish and birds from the 
room during spraying 

But some residents are worried 
about their plants) The handout 
says plants are “not included” in 
safety precautions. Upon calling 
the company, the manager 
revealed that direct hits on plants 
from the spray will kill them, but 
that “we haven't lost a plant vet; we 
are professionals ~ He also stressed 
that clothes are safe to leave in

The handout given to the 
residents doesn’t mention specific 
parts of each room to be sprayed 
The resident who complained said 
she found out that not only the 
floor will be sprayed, but shelves 
and all horizontal surfaces will be 


too 
The handout says that residents 


must make arrangements with 
someone on another floor to store 
their plants and animals for the 
four hours they are to remain out 
of the rooms. But two women have 
between them around 50 plants 
and question the adequacy of space 
in rooms for them. 

One of the women said that she 
was told by Delk- Terminex that re- 
entry into a room before the four- 
hour limit is up could result in 
illness. This is the major in- 
convience of the spraying, she said. 

When asked what he would do 
about residents who protest the 
spraying and stay in their rooms, 
Heath replied: “No comment.” 

The problem of liability and res- 
ponsibility came up. Delk-Ter- 
minex must have a substantial 
bond tor each job that covers 
damage. If damage occurs, the 
university takes care of procedures 
with the company 


In aninterview with the Horent, 
Heath was asked why Draper Hall 
has this constant problem with 
roaches. He said that they come 
from residents bringing in food to 
consume in their rooms and that 
kitchens on each floor are not 
properly cleaned by the students 

One of the residents said that 
having carpets in the kitchen made 
it hard to keep clean as food par- 
ticles get ground in. Heath said the 
carpet could be pulled up but “we 
would have a messy looking floor tf 
it was.” 

Even with a drastic rule of not 
allowing any food in the dorms, 
there is no guarantee that the 
spraying will work at a cost of 
$600 

Draper Hall also has other 
problems: mushrooms have been 
found growing in a study lounge 
and three mice have been spotted 
on the third floor. One was caught

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Monty Python: Bloke funnies Entertainmen

It's hard not to be disappointed 
with Monty Python's Flying Cir- 
cus. After all that’s been said about 
this comedy team now that their 
show is finally being shown in Sac- 
ramento (Sundays at 10 p.m. on 
channe! 6) it’s kind of a let-down. 
When the show is good, it’s very 
good; when it's bad, you might as 
well turn on McMillan and Wife. 
But don't write Monty Python off 
because it’s not a laugh a minute. 
It's unfortunate that you have to 
sift through 90 percent of the show 
to find a few twenty-karat gems, 
but it’s worth it 


When it’s good, the show spar- 
kies with biting wit and originality. 
At other times, faintly humorous 
bits are trampled to the ground and 
six feet under. One recent sketch 
which attempted to instruct us 
against assailants wielding fruit 
went on forever without making 
any point either humorous or 
social (maybe that’s the point?) 
But it wasn't half as long as last 
Sunday's humorless skit on 
creatures from outer space 


In all fairness through, Monty 
Python is strictly aimed at the 
British funny-bone, and if some 
bits fail to tickle us, it 1s precisely 
because we lack a British sensibility 
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on such things. The thought that 
Scotland would go to any length to 
win at Wimbledon, even resorting 
to creatures from outer space, may 
be funny to the English; it isn’t to 
us. Grimsby and Pudsey may be 
funny names for cities, but they 
mean little else to us. 


But there's more here than a 
British version of Laugh-in. Mak- 
ing the military and the middle- 
class the brunt of many of its barbs, 
Monty Python has some interes- 
ting insights to offer. Most often 
the group decrys the lack of sen- 
sitivity on the part of the average 
man ~ as seen in their parodies of 
those vapid, man-in-the-street 
interviews (“Your opinion of satire 
ma‘am?” “I think people should be 
able to make up their minds for 
me™). Their portrayal of middle- 
class marriage is usually right on 
target (even if the wife is actually a 
guy, in drag) 


It is immediately apparent that 
the six, young comedians who 
compose Monty Python's Flying 
Circus have a firm grounding in the 
Classics and they seem to bewail 
the disrepute into which the Clas- 
sics have fallen. Today, Johann 
Bach has gone from Baroque com- 
poser to M_C. of a game show in- 
volving famous death scenes. In a 
future episode, figures from 
famous works of art go on strike 
throughout the gallenes of 
England. Notice also how famous 
paintings and photographs are 
used in the ansmated sequences 


As any frequent viewer of the 
show will agree, Monty Python 
deserves its rating of adults only 
S he would also have to agree that 
Monty Python deserves to be 
shown on Educational Television, 
for truly there is intelligence in- 
volved here 
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Rolling Stones journey through America

In 1972, the newspaper Rolling 
Stone was trying to decide on a 
writer to cover the American tour 
of the Rolling Stones which would 
take place in the summer of that 
year They decided on Robert 
Greenfield. a relatively young and 
pretty unstraight writer. However, 
part way into the tour, Rolling 
Stone replaced him with another 
writer by the name of Truman 
Capote. Capote, you may 
remember, was responsible for 
such diverse works as “In Cold 
Blood” and the short story on 
which the movie “Breakfast At Tif- 
fanys” was based. Greenfield, the 
original choice, stayed on the tour 
till its finale in New York. He 
proceeded to write a book about 
what he saw 

The book is titled “S.T.P., A 
Journey Through America with 
the Rolling Stones.” Incidentally, 
the S.T.P. stands not for a drug or 
other substance but, instead, is an 
abbreviation for Stones Touring 
Party. That was the title given to 
the entire entourage of roadies, 
musicians and managers who com- 
posed the tour group. 

If you are a rock fan, and 
especially if you are a Stones fan, 
then the book is required reading. 


Two months on tour with the 
world’s greatest rock and roll band 
can produce some really 
unbelievable moments, and Green- 
field has a definite talent for des- 
cribing them. He can convey the 
moods and personalities of those 
involved so well that the reader ts 
able to picture every moment quite 
vividly 

Greenfield deserves to be com- 
plimented for his handling of the 
subject. Though the book at times 
covers the bizarre parts of the tour, 
such as groupies, drugs and sex 
orgies, it does not slip into the 
National Enquirer sensationa|listic- 
school of journalism style. The 
author merely portrays what he 
saw on the tour 

Unfortunately, for Stones fans, 
some of what Greenfield observed 
is not overly complimentary to the 
Stones. For example, over the 
years, the Stones have cultivated a 
counter-culture, anti-es- 
tablishment image. Just a bunch of 
rock musicians who hate authority 
and power just as much as any 
average revolutionary. However, 
as Greenfield subtly points out, for 
a bunch of “rebellious” musicians 
they do pretty well for themselves. 
On the two month 1972 tour, they 
will each make about $275,000. 
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Such a difference between 
image and reality is also illustrated 
other examples. At one 
concert, a fan tries to sneak into the 
auditorium via a back exit 
caught and beaten toa bloody pulp 
by concert security guards. At 
another concert. police tear gas 
and bash in the heads of potential! 
gate crashers with clubs. In both 
instances, the Stones are backstage 
eating the finest food and drinking 
the best wine; protected by their 
bodyguards and surrounded by 
their “servants.” After the concerts 
they are whisked off to their hotels 
in chauffeur-driven — limosines

There are no real heroes in 


“S.T.P...” It seems like nearly all 
the principal characters, from 
lowly promoters to the tour's 


“inner circle,” are money hungry, 
decadent and very caught up in 
their own power and ego trips. 
Sull, a few emerge relatively 
decent. Mick Taylor, for example, 
comes off as being a notch above 
the entourage. As dc Charlie Watts 
and Bill Wyman. Chip Monck, 
who was in charge of lighting and 
staging the tour, also seems out of 
place with some of the hustlers who 
surround hini. 

All in ail, “S.T.P., A Journey 
Through America with the Rolling 
Stones” makes for very enter- 
taining reading. You may not 
respect the Rolling Stones or the 
music industry in general quite as 
much when you're finished, but 
you will certainly understand them 
both a lot more.

Even with their domination of 
first place finishes, 10-2, and their 
listtul of records, Fresno was

Carol Winterhalder, Tanya

After still another 8-2 finish in 
1969, a string of five straight losing 
seasons betell Clemons.

Thomas hit tight end Mike Nor- 
ton tor a 23-yard gain and wide 
receiver Dale Long for a seven- 
yarder on the first two plays of the 
series. Five plays later, Thomas 
again threw to Long, who battled 
down to the tour-yard line to set up 
Williams’ second score 

The Hornet defense, which 
recovered three fumbles. had five 
quarterback sacks and an intercep- 
tion, forced a safety in the fourth 
period when, in punting situation 
from their own nine-yard line, a 
Pioneer pass from center sailed out 
of the end zone for the final two 
points 


Linebackers Ken Adams and 
Pete Mazzuca played their usual 
hard hitting game with 16 tackles 
between them. Detensive linemen 
Tom Costello and Jim Cannon, 
two of the best in the conference, 
each got to the quarterback once, 
as did Greg Clark, Dan Toniniand 
John Moser 


The Hornets closed out the 
season with a 2-3 conference 
record, good for third place
